States  to  Spain,  at  Madrid.

Sir — Your  despatches,  to  No.  92,  in- 
clusive, with  their  enclosures,  have  been 
received  at  this  department.  Among 
these  enclosures,  are  the  several  notes 
addressed  to  you  by  Mr.  Pizarro,  in  re- 
lation to  the  transactions  during  the  cam- 
paign of  Gen.  Jackson  against  the  Sem- 
inole Indians  and  the  banditti  of  Negroes 
• combined  with  them,  and  particularly  to 
his  proceedings  in  Florida,  without  the 
boundaries  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  fourth  and  last  of  those  notes 
of  Mr.  Pizarro,  he  has  given  formal  no- 
tice that  the  king,  his  master,  has  issued 
orders  for  the  suspension  of  the  negotia- 
tion between  the  United  States  and  Spain, 
until  satisfaction  shall  have  been  made 
by  the  American  government  to  him 
for  these  proceedings  of  Gen.  Jackson, 
■which  he  considers  as  acts  of  unequivo- 
• cal  hostility  against  him,  and  as  outrages 
upon  his  honor  and  dignity  ; the  only  ac- 
ceptable attonement  for  which,  is  stated 
to  consist  in  a disavowal  of  the  acts  of 
the  American  General,  thus  complained 
of;  tlie  infliction  upon  him  of  a suitable 
punishment  for  his  supposed  misconduct, 
and  the  restitution  ot  the  posts  and  ter- 
ritories taken  by  him  from  the  Spanish 
authorities,  with  indemnity  for  all  the 
property  taken,  and  all  damages  and 
injuries,  public  or  private,  sustained  in 
consequence  of  it. 

Within  a very  few  days  .after  this  no- 
tification, Mr.  Pizarro  must  have  receiv- 
ed, with  copies  of  the  correspondence 
between  Mr.  Onis  and  this  department, 
the  determination  which  had  been  taken 
by  the  President,  to  restore  the  place  of 
Pensacola,  with  the  fort  of  Barrancas,  to 
any  person  properly  authorized,  on  the 
part  of  Spain,  to  receive  them,  and  the 
fort  of  St.  Marks  to  any  Spanish  force 
adequate  to  its  protection  against  the  In- 
dians, by  whom  its  forcible  occupation  " 
had  been  threatened,  for  purposes  of 
hostility  against  the  United  States.  The 
officer  commanding  at  the  post,  has  been 
directed  to  consider  250  men  as  such’ ad- 
equate force  ; and,  in  case  of  their  ap- 
pearance, with  proper  authority,  to  deli- 
ver it  up  to  their  commander  accord- 
ingly- 

From  the  last  mentioned  correspon- 
dence, the  Spanish  government  must 
likewise  have  been  satisfied  that  the  oc- 
cupation of  these  places  in  Spanish  Flor- 
ida, by  the  commander  of  the  American 
forces,  was  not  by  \ irtue  of  any  order  re- 
ceived by  him  ffem  this  government  to 
that  effect,  nor  with  any  view  of  wresting 
the  province  from  the  possession  of  Spain; 
nor  in  any  spirit  of  hostility  to  the  Span- 
ish government;  that  it  arose  from  inci- 
dents which  occurred  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  war  against  the  Indians ; from  the 
imminent  danger  in  which  the  fort  of  St. 
Marks  was  of  being  seized  by  the  Indi- 
ans themselves,  and  from  the  manifesta- 
tions of  hostility  to  the  United  States,  by 
the  commandant  of  St.  Marks  and  the 
Governor  of  Pensacola,  the  proofs  of 
which  were  made  known  to  Gen.  Jack- 
son,  and  impelled  him,  from  the  necessi- 
ties of  self-defence,  to  the  steps  of  which 
the  Spanish  government  complains. 

It  might  be  sufficient  to  leave  the  vin- 
dication uf  these  measures  upon  those 
grounds,  and  to  furnish,  in  the  enclosed 
copies  of  Gen.  Jackson’s  letters,  and  the 
vouchers  by  which  they  are  supported, 
the  evidence  of  that  hostile  spirit  on  the 
part  of  the  Spanish  commanders,  but  for 
the  terms  in  which  Mr.  Pizarro  speaks  of 
the  execution  of  two  British  subjects,  ta- 
ken one  at  the  fort  of  St.  Marks,  and  the 
other  at  Suwany,  and  the  intimation  that 
these  transactiens  may  lead  to  a change 
in  the  relations  between  the  two  nations, 
which  is  doubtless  inten<ie4  to  be  under- 
stood as  a menace  of  a war. 

It  may  be,  therefore,  proper  to  remind 
the  government  of  his  Catholic  Majes- 
ty of  the  incidents  in  which  this  Semi- 
nole war  originated,  as  well  as  of  the  cir- 
cumstances connected  with  it,  in  the  re- 
lations between  Spain  and  her  ally, 
whom  she  supposes  to  have  been  injured 
by  the  proceedings  of  General  Jackson, 
and  to  give  to  the  Spanish  cabinet  some 
precise  information  of  the  nature  of  the 
business,  peculiarly  interesting  to  Spain, 
in  whicli  these  subjects  of  her  allies,  in 
whose  favor  she  takes  this  interest,  were 
engaged,  when  their  projects  of  every 
kind  were  terminated,  in  colisequencei 
of  their  falling  into  the  hands  of  Gene- 
ral Jackson. 

In  the  month  of  August,  1814,  while  a 
war  existed  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain,  to  which  Spain  had 
formerly  declared  herself  neutral,  a Bri- 
tish force,  not  in  the  fresh  pursuit  of  a 
defecated  and  flying  enemy — not  over- 
stepping an  imaginary  and  equivocal 
boundary  between  their  own  territories 
and  those  belonging,  in  some  sort,  as 
much  to  their  enemy  as  to  Spain,  but 
approaching  by  sea,  and  by  a broad  and 
open  ini'asion  of  the  Spanish  province, 
at  a thousand  miles,  or  an  ocean’s  dis- 
tance from  any  British  territory,  landed 
in  Florida,  took  possession  of  Pensaco- 
la and  the  fort  of  Barrancas,  and  invited, 
by  public  proclamations,  all  the  runaway 
Negroes — all  the  savage  Indians — all 
the  pirates,  and  all  the  traitors  to  their 
country,  whom  they  knew  or  imagined 
to  exist  within  reach  of  their  summons, 
to  join  their  standard,  and  wage  an  ex- 
terminating war  against  the  portion  of 
the  United  States  immediately  border- 
ing upon  this  neutral,  and  thus  violated 
territory  of  Spain.  The  land  command- 
er of  this  British  force,  was  a certain  col. 
Nicliolls,  who,  driven  from  Pensacola  by 
the  uppioach  of  General  Jackson,  actu- 
ally left,  to  be  blowu  up,  the  Spttoish 


fort  of  Barrancas,  when  he  found  it  could 
not  afford  hirh  protection,  and,  evacuat- 
ing that  part  of  the  province,  landed  at 
another,  established  himself  on  the  Ap- 
palachicola  river;  and  there  erected  a 
Fort,  from  which  to  sally  forth  with  his 
motely  tribe  ofjblack,  white,  and  red  com- 
batants, against  the  defenceless  borders 
ofthe  United  States,  in  that  vicinity.  A. 
part  of  this  force  consisted  of  a corps  of 
colonial  marines,  levied  in  the  British 
colonies,  in  which  George  Woodbine 
was  a captain,  and  Robert  Chrystie  Am- 
bi'ister  was  a lieutenant. 

As  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain,  we  should  be  willing  to 
bury  this  transaction  in  the  same  grave 
of  oblivion  with  other  transactions  of 
that  war,  had  the  hestilities  of  Col.  Ni- 
cholls  terminated  with  the  war.  But  he 
did  not  consider  the  peace  which  ensued 
between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  as  having  put  an  end  either  to 
his  military  occupations  or  to  his  nego- 
tiations with  the  Indians,  against  the  U- 
nited  States.  Several  months  afler  the 
ratification  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  he  re- 
tained his  posts  and  his  party-coloured 
forces,  in  military  array. 

By  the  9th  article  of  that  treaty,  the 
United  States  had  stipulated  to  put  an 
end,  immediately  after  its  ratification,  to 
hostilities  with  all  the  tribes  or  nations 
of  Indians  with  whom  they  might  be  at 
war  at  the  time  of  the  ratification,  and  to 
restore  to  them  all  the  possessions  which 
they  had  enjoyed  in  the  year  1811.  This 
article  had  no  application  to  the  Creels 
nation,  with  whom  the  United  States  had 
already  made  peace,  by  a treaty  conclud- 
ed on  the  9th  day  of  August,  1814,  more 
than  four  montlis  before  the  treaty  of 
Ghent  was  signed.  Yet,  Col.  Nicholls 
not  only  affected  to  consider  it  as  apply- 
mg  to  the  Seminolcs  of  Florida,  and  the 
outlawed  Red  Sticks,  whom  he  had  in- 
duced to  join  him  there,  but  aptually 
persuaded  them  that  tfiey  were  entitled, 
by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  to  all 
the  lands  which  had  belonged  to  the 
Cree/c  nation,  within  the  United  States, 
in  the  year  1811,  and  that  the  govern- 
ment of  Gi'eat  Britain  would  support 
them  in  that  pretension.  He  asserted 
also  this  doctrine  in  a correspondence 
with  col.  Hawkins,  then  the  Agent  of 
the  United  States  with  the  Creeks,  and 
gave  him  notice,  in  their  name,  with  a 
mockery  of  solemnity,  that  they  had  con- 
cluded a treaty  of  alliance,  offensive  and 
defensive,  and  a treaty  of  navigation  and 
commerce  with  Great  Britain,  of  which 
more  was  to  be  heard  after  it  should  be 
ratified  in  England.  Col.  Nicholls  then 
evacuated  his  fort,  which,  in  seme  ofthe 
enclosed  papers,  is  called  the  fort  at 
Prospect  Bluff,  but  which  he  had  denom- 
inated the  British  post  on  the  Appala- 
chicola  ; took  with  him  the  while  por- 
tion of  his  force,  and  embarked  for  Eng- 
land, with  several  of  the  wretched  sava- 
ges whom  he  was  thus  deluding  to  their 
fate — among  whom  was  the  Prophet 
Francis,  or  Hillis  Hadjo — and  left  tlie 
fort,  amply  supplied  with  military  stores 
and  ammunition,  to  the  negro  depart- 
ment of  his  allies.  It  afterwards  was 
known  by  the  name  of  Negro  Fort. — 
Col.  Hawkins  immediately  communicat- 
ed to  this  government  the  correspon- 
dence between  him  and  Nicholls,  here 
referred  to,  upop  which  Mr.  Monroe, 
then  Secretary  of  State,  addressed  a let- 
ter to  Mr.  Baker,  the  British  Charge 
d’ Affaires,  at  Washington,  complaining 
of  Nicholls’s  conduct,  and  shewing  that 
his  pretence  that  the  9th  article  of  the 
treaty  of  Ghent,  could  have  any  applica- 
tion to  his  Indians,  was  utterly  destitute 
of  foundation.  Copies  of  the  same  cor- 
respondence were  transmitted  to  the 
minister  of  the  United  States,  then  in 
England,  with  instructions  to  remonstrate 
with  the  British  government  against  these 
proceedings  of  Nicholls,  and  to  shew 
how  incoiupatible-  they  were  with  the 
peace  which  had  been  concluded  between 
the  two  nations.  These  remonstrances 
were  accordingly  made,  first  in  personal 
interview  witb  Earl  Bathurst  and  Lord 
Castlereagh,  and  afterwards  in  written 
notes,  addressed  successively  to  them. — 
Lord  Bathurst,  in  the  most  unequivocal 
manner,  confirmed  the  facts  and  disavow- 
ed the  misconduct  of  Nicholls  ; declar- 
ed hU  disapprobation  of  the  pretended 
treaty  of  alliance,  offensive  and  defensive, 
which  he  had  made ; assured  the  Ame- 
rican minister  that  the  British  govern- 
ment had  refused  to  ratify  that  treaty, 
and  would  send  back  the  Indians  whom 
Nicholls  had  brought  with  him,  with  ad- 
vice to  make  their  peace  on  such  terms 
as  the}*  could  obtain.  Lord  Castlereagh 
confirmed  the  assurance  that  the  treaty 
would  Dot  be  ratified  ; and  if,  at  the 
same  time  that  these  assurances  were 
given,  certain  distinctions  of  public  no- 
toriety, were  shewn  to  the  Prophet  Hillis 
Hadjo,  and  he  was  actually  honored  with 
a commission,  as  a British  officer,  it  is 
to  be  presumed  that  these  favors  were 
granted  him  as  rewards  of  past  services, 
and  not  as  encouragement  to  expect  any 
support  from  Great  Britain,  in  a continu- 
ance of  savage  hostilities  against  the  U- 
nited  States,  all  intention  of  giving  any 
such  support  having  been  repeatedly  and 
earnestly  disavowed. 

The  negro  fort,  however,  abandoned 
by  col.  Nicholls,  remained  on  the  Span- 
ish territory,  occupied  by  the  banditti 
to  whom  he  had  left  it,  and  held  by  them 
as  a post,  from  whence  to  commit  de- 
predations, outrages  and  murders,  and 
as  a receptacle  for  fugitive  slaves  and 
malcfacters;  to  the  great  annoyance  both 
of  the  United  States  and  of  Spanish  Flo- 
rida. In  April,  1816,  Gen.  Jackson 
wrote  a letter  to  the  Governor  of  Pensa- 
cola, calling  upon  him  to  put  down  this 
common  nuisance  to  the  peaceable  in- 
habitants of  both  countries.  That  letter, 
together  with  the  answer  of  the  govern- 
ment of’  Pensacola,  have  already  been 
communicated  to  the  Spanish  miiiister 
here,  and  by  him,  doubtless,  to  his  go- 
vernment. Copies  of  them  are,  never-, 


tlieless,  now  again  enclcsed ; particular- 
ly as  the  letter  from  the  governor,  ex- 
plicitly admits— that  this  fort,  construct- 
ed by  Nicholls,  in  violation  both  of  the 
territory  and  neutrality  of  Spain,  was 
still  no  less  obnoxious  to  his  governvntnii 
than  to  the  United  States;  but,  that  he 
had  neither  sufficient  force,  nor  an  au- 
thority, without  orders  from  the  G.-ver- 
nor-Gencral  of  the  Havanna,  to  destroy, 
it.  It  was  afterwards,  on  the  27th  July, 
ISlfr,  destroyed  by  a cannon  shot  from  a 
gun  vessel  of  the  United  States,  which, 
in  its  passage  up  the  river,  was  fired  up- 
on from  it.  It  was  blown  up,  with  an 
English  flag  still  flying  as  its  standard, 
and  immediately  after  the  barbarous 
murder  of  a boat’s  crew,  belonging  to 
tlie  navy  of  the  United  States,  by  the 
banditti  left  in  it  by  Nicholls. 

In  the  year  1317,  Alexander  Arbuth- 
not,  of  the  Island  of  New  Providence,  a 
British  subject,  first  appeared,  as  an  In- 
dian trader  in  Spanish  Florida  ; and  as 
the  successor  of  col.  Nicholls,  in  the  em- 
ployment of  instigating  the  Seminole  and 
outlawed  Red  Stick  Indians  to  hostilities' 
against  the  United  States,  by  reviving 
the  pretence  that  they  were  entitled  to 
all  the  land*  which  had  been  ceded  to 
the  Creek  Nation  by  the  United  States, 
in  August,  1814.  As  a mere  Indian! 
trader,  the  intrusion  of  this  man,  into  a 
Spanish  province,  was  contrary  to  the 
policy  observed  by  all  the  European 
powers  in  this  hemisphere,  and  by  none 
more  rigorously  than  by  Spain,  of  exclud- 
ing all  foreigners  from  intercourse  with 
the  Indians,  within  their  territories.  It 
must  be  kqown  to  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment, whether  Arbuthnot  had  a Span- 
ish license  for  trading  wii’n  the  Indians 
in  Spanish  Florida  or  not  ; but  they  al- 
so knew  that  Spain  was  bound  by  treaty 
to  restrain  by  force  all  hostilities  on  the 
part  of  those  Indians,  against  the  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  it  is  for  them! 
to  explain  how,  consistently  with  those 
engagements,  Spain  could,  contrary  to 
all  the  maxims  of  her  ordinary  policy, 
grant  such  a license  to  a foreign  incendi- 
ary, whose  principal,  if  not  his  only  ob- 
ject, appears  to  have -been,  to  stimulate 
those  hostilities  which  Spain  had  express- 
ly stipulated  by  force  to  restrain.  In  his 
infernal  instigations,  he  was  but  too  suc- 
cessful. No  sooner  did  he  make  his 
appearance  among  the  Indians,  accom- 
panied by  the  Prophet  Hillis  Hadjo,  re- 
turned from  his  expedition  to  England, 
than  the  peaceful  inhabitants  on  the  bor- 
ders of  the  United  States,  were  visited 
with  all  the  horrors  of  savage  war;  the 
robbery  of  their  property,  and  the  bar- 
barous and  indiscriminate  murder  of  wo- 
man, infancy  and  age. 

After  the  repeated  expostidations, 
warnings  and  offers  of  peace,  through 
the  summer  and  autumn  of  1817,  on  tlie' 
part  of  the  United  States,  had  been  an-l 
swered  only  by  renewed  outrages,  and! 
after  a detachment  of  forty  men,  under! 
lieut.  Scott,  accompanied  by  seven  wo-i 
men,  had  been  waylaid  and  murdered! 
by  the  Indians,  orders  were  given  to,‘ 
Gen.  Jackson,  and  an  adequate  force  was^ 
placed  at  his  disposal,  to  terminate  lliCj 
war.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  Span-| 
ish  force  in  Florida  was  inadequate  for| 
the  protection  even  of  the  Spanish  terri-' 
tory  itself,  against  this  mingled  horde  of. 
lawless  Indians  and  Negroes;  and,  al-| 
though  their  devastations  were  commit, 
ted  within  the  limits  ofthe  United  States,  I 
they  immediately  sought  refuge  within* 
the  Florida  line,  and  there  only  were  to 
be  overtaken.  The  necessity  of  cross-| 
ing  the  line  was  indispensable  ; for  it 
was  from  beyond  the  line  that  the  Indi-! 
ans  made  their  murderous  incursions 
within  that  of  the  United  States.  It! 
■»'as  there  that  they  had  their  abode,  and 
the  territory  belonged  in  fact  to  them, 
although  within  the  borders  of  the  Span- 
ish jurisdiction.  There  it  was  that  the 
American  commander  met  the  princi- 
pal resistance  from  them  ; there  it  was, 
that  were  found  the  still  bleeding  scalps 
of  our  citizens,  freshly  butchered  by 
them  ; there  it  vvas,  th.it  lie  released  the 
only  woman,  who  had  been  suffered  to 
survive  the  massacre  of  the  party  under 
lieutenant  Scott.  But  it  was  not  antici- 
pated by  this  governinem  that  the  com- 
manding officers  of  Spain,  in  Florida, 
whose  especial  duty  it  was,  in  conformi- 
ty to  the  solemn  engagements  contract- 
ed by  tlifir  nation,  to  restrain,  by  force, 
those  Indians  from  hostilities  against  the 
United  Stittes,  would  be  found  encourag- 
ing, aiding  and  abetting  them,  and  fur- 
nishing them  with  supplies,  for  carry- 
ing on  such  hostilities.  The  officer  in 
cemmaiKl,  immediately  before  General 
Jackson,  was,  therefore,  specially  in- 
structed to  respect,  as  far  as  possible) 
the  Spanish  authoriiy,  wherever  it  was 
maintained,  and  copies  cf  those  orders 
were  also  furnished  to  Gen.  Jackson,  up- 
on liis  taking  the  command.  la  the 
course  of  his  pursuit,  as  he  approached 
St.  Marks,  he  was  informed,  direct  from 
tne  governor  of  Pensacola,  that  a party 
of  the  iKistilc  Indians  had  threatened  t.i 
seize  that  fort,  and  that  he  apprehended 
the  Spanish  garrison  there  was  not  in 
strength  sufficient  to  defend  it  against 
them.  This  information  was  confirmed 
from  other  sources,  and  by  tlie  evidence 
produced  upon  the  trial  of  Anibrisler, 
it  proved  to  have  been  exactly  true.  By 
all  the  laws  of  neutrality  and  of  war,  as 
well  as  of  prudence  and  of  humanity,  he 
was  wdrraiucd  in  antK  ipatiiig  his  enemy, 
by  the  amicable,  and  that  being  refused, 
by  tlie  forcible  occupation  of  the  fort. — 
There  will  need  no  citations  on  intema- 
lional  law,  to  prove  tlic  correctness  of 
this  principle.  It  is  engraved  in  ada- 
mant on  tfic  common- sense  of  mankind  ; 
no  writer  upon  the  laws  of  nations  ever 
pretended  to  cpntradict  it ; none  of  any 
reputation  or  authority  ever  omitted  to 
assert  It. 

At  Fort  St;  Marks,  .Mexandej  Ar- 
buthnot, the  British  Indian  trader  from 
beyond  the  seas,  the  firebrand,  by  whose 
torch  this  Nejro  Indian  war  against  our 


borders  bad  been  rekii.  lled,  wa.i  found 
an  inmate  of  the  commandant’s  family ; 
and  it  was  also  found  that,  by  the  com 
mandant  himself,  councils  of  war  liai 
been  permitted  to  be  held  wlthiri  it,  b\ 
the  savage  chiefs  and  warriors  ; that  tin 
Spanish  store-houses  had  been  appropri- 
ated to  their  use  ; that  it  was  an  open 
market  for  cattle,  known  to  have  been 
robbed  by  them  from.citizens  of  the  U. 
.States,  and  which  had  been  contracted 
for  and  purchased  by  the  officers  of  the 
garrison  ; that  information  had  been  af- 
forded from  this  fort  by  Arbuthnot,  to 
the  enemy,  of  the  strength  and  move- 
ments of  the  American  army  ; that  tlie 
date  of  the  departure  of  the  expi  ess  had 
been  noted  by  the  Spanish  Commissary, 
and  ammunition,  mimitioiis  of  war,  and 
all  necessary  supplies  funiislicd  to  the 
Indians. 

The  conduct  of  the  Governor  of  Pen- 
sacola was  not  less  marked  by  a disposi- 
tion of  enmity  to  the  United  States,  anil 
by  an  utter  disregard  to  the  obligations 
of  the  treaty,  by  which  he  was  bound  to 
restrain,  by  force,  the  Indians  from  hos- 
tilities against  them.  When  called  upon 
to  vindicate  the  territorial  riglits  and  au- 
thority of  Spain,  by  the -destruction  of 
the  Negro  fort,  his  predecessor  had  de- 
clared it  to  be  not  less  annoying  and  per- 
nicious to  the  Spanish  subjects  in  Flori- 
da, than  to  the  United  States,  but  had 
pleaded  liis  inability  to  subdue  it.  He, 
himself,  had  expressed  his  apprehensions 
that  Fort  St.  Marks  would  be  forcibly 
taken  by  the  savages,  from  its  Spanish 
garrison  ; yet,  at  the  time,  Ue  had  refus- 
ed the  passage  up  the  Escambia  river, 
unless  upon  the  payment  of  excessive 
duties,  to  provrsioiis  destined  as  supplies 
for  the  American  army,  which,  by  the 
detention  of  them,  was  subjected  to  the 
most  distressing  privations.  He  had  per- 
mitted free  ingress  and  egress  at  Pensa- 
cola, to  the  avowed  savage  enemies*  of 
the  United  States.  Supplies  of  ammu- 
nition, munitions  of  war,  and  provisions, 
had  been  received  by  them  from  thence. 
They  had  been  received  ant^  sheltered 
there,  from  the  pursuit  of  the  American 
forces,  and  suffered  again  to  sally  thence, 
to  enter  upon  the  .American  territory  and 
commit  new  murders.  Finally,  on  the 
approach  of  General  Jackson  to  Pensa- 
cola, the  Governor  sent  him  a letter,  de- 
nouncing his  entry  upon  the  territory  of 
fdorida,  as  a violent  outrage  upon  the 
rights  of  .Spain,  comm.anding  him  to  de- 
part and  withdraw  from  the  same,  and 
threatening,  in  c«se  of  his  non-compli- 
ance, to  employ  force  to  expel  him. 

It  became,  therefore,  in  the  opinion  of 
General  Jackson,  indispensably  necessa- 
ry to  take  from  the  Governor  of  Pensa- 
cola the  means  ol  carrying  his  threat  in- 
to e.xecution.  Before  the  forces  under 
his  command,  the  savage  entniiesof  his 
country  had  disappeared.  But  he  knew 
that  the  moment  those  forces  should  be 
disbanded,  if  sheltered  by  Spanish  for- 
tresses, if  furnished  with  aiiimunilioiis 
and  supplies  by  Spanish  officers,  and  if 
aidc.l  and  supported  by  the  instigation  of 
Spanish  encouragement,  as  lie  had  every 
reason  to  expect  they  would  be,  they 
would  rc-appear,  and  fired,  in  addition  to 
their  ordinary  ferociousness,  with  re- 
venge for  th*  chastisement  they  had  so 
recently  received,  would  again  rush 
with  the  war  hatchet  and  scalping  knife, 
into  the  borders  of  the  United  States, 
and  mark  every  foot-step  with  the  blood 
of  their  defenceless  citizens.  So  far  as 
all  the  native  resources  of  the  savages  ex- 
tended, the  war  was  at  an  end,  and  Gen. 
Jackson  was  about  to  restore  to  their  fa- 
milies and  their  homes,  the  brave  volun- 
teers who  had  followed  his  standard,  and 
who  had  constituted  the  principal  part  of 
his  force.  This  could  be  done  with  safe- 
ty, leaving  the  regular  portion  of  his 
troops  to  garrison  his  line  of  forts,  and 
two  small  detachments  of  volunteer  ca- 
valry, to  scour  the  couiituy  round  Pen- 
sacola, and  sweep  off  the  lurking  rem- 
nant of  savages,  who  had  been  scattered 
and  dispersed  before  him.  This  was  suf- 
ficient to  keep  in  check  the  remnant  of 
the  banditti,  against  whom  he  had  march- 
ed, so  long  as  they  should  lie  destitute  of 
other  aid  and  support.  It  was,  in  his 
jCidgmeiit,-  not  sufficient,  if  they  should 
he  suffered  to  rally  their  numbers  under 
the  protection  of  Spanish  forts,  and  to 
derive  new  strength  from  the  impotence 
or  the  ill  will  against  the  United  States 
ofthe  Spanish  authorities. 

He  took  possession,  therefore,  of  Pen- 
sacola and  of  the  Fort  of  Barrancas,  as 
he  had  done  of  St.  Marks,  not  in  a spirit 
of  hostility  to  Spain,  but  as  a necessary 
measure  of  self-defence  ; giving  notice 
that  tlicy  s lould  be  restored  whenever 
Spain  should  place  commanders  and  a 
force  there,  able  and  willing  to  fulfil  the 
engagements  of  Spain  towards  the  Unit- 
ed States,  of  restraining,  by  force,  the 
Florida  Indians  from  hostilities  against 
their  citizens.  The  President  ot  the 
United  States,  to  give  a signal  manifes- 
tation of  his  confidence  iathe  disposition 
ofthe  King-of  Spain,  to  perform  with 
good  faith  this  indispensable  engage- 
ment, and  to  demonstrate  to  the  world 
that  neither  the  desire  of  conquest  nor 
hostility  to  Spain,  had  any  influence  in 
the  counsels  of  the  United  States,  has 
directed  the  unconditional  restoration  to 
any  S|>aiiisli  officer,  duly  authorized  to 
receive  them,  of  Pensacola  and  the  Bar- 
rancas, and  that  of  St  Marks  to  any 
.Spanish  4'orce  adequate  for  its  defence 
aga’iist  the  attack  of  the  savages.  But 
the  President  will  neither  inflict  punish- 
ment, nor  pass  a censure  upon  General 
Jackson  for  that  conduct,  the  motives  for 
which  were  founded  in  the  purest  patri- 
otism, of  the  necessity  for  which  he  had 
the  most  immediate  and  effectual  means 
of  forniing  a judgment,  and  the  vindica- 
tion of  which  is  written  in  every  page  of 
the  law  of  nations,  as  well  as  in  the  first 
law  of  nature,  self-defence.  He  thinks 
it,  on  the  contrary,  due  to  the  justice, 
which  the  United  States  have  a right  to 
claim  from  Spain  ; and  j ou^are  acc^- 


ingly  instructed  to  demand  of  the  Span- 
ish givernment,  that  enquiry  shall  be  in- 
stituted into  tlie  conduct  of  Uon  Jose 
Mazot,  governor  of  Peitsacola,  and  tf 
Don  Francisco  C.  Liiengo,  commaiulaiit 
of  St.  Marks,*  and  a suitable  punishment 
inflicted  upon  them  for  having,  in  defi- 
ance and  violation  of  the  cngageineiils  of 
Spain  with  the  United  States,  aided  and 
assisted  these  hordes  of  savages  in  those 
very  hostilities  against  the  United  States, 
which  it  was  their  official  duty  to  restrain. 
This  enquiry  is  due  to  the  character  of 
tliose  officers  themselves,  and  to  the  ho- 
nor of  the  Spanish  government.  The 
obligation  of  Spain  to  restrain,  by  force,' 
the  Indians  of  Florida  from  hostilities 
against  the  United  States  and  their  citi- 
zens, is  explicit,  is  positive,  is  unqualifi- 
ed. The  fact,  that  for  a series  of  years 
they  have  received  shelter,  assistance, 
supplies  and  protection,  in  the  practice 
of  such  hostilities,  from  the  Spanish  com- 
manders in  Florida,  is  clear  and  unequi- 
vocal. If,  as  the  commanders  both  at 
Pensacola  and  St.  Marks  have  alleged, 
this  has  been  the  result  of  their  weak- 
ness, rather  than  of  their  will,  if  they 
have  assisted  the  Indians  agaiiit  the  Unit- 
ed Stales  to  avert  their  hostilities  from 
the  province,  which  they  had  not  suffi- 
cient force  to  defend  against  them,  it 
may  serve,  in  some  measure,  to  excul- 
pate, individually,  those  officers,  but  it 
must  carry  demonstration  irresistible 
to  the  Spanish  government,  that  thp 
rights  of  the  United  States  can  as  little 
compound  with  impotence  as  with  per- 
fidy, and  tliat  Spain  must  immediately 
make  her  election,  either  to  place  a force 
in  Florida  adequate  at  once  to  the  pro- 
tection of  her  territory  and  to  the  fulfil- 
, ment  of  her  engagements,  or  cede  to  the 
United  Slates  a province,  of  which  she 
retains  nothing  but  the  nominal  posses- 
sion ; but  which  is,  in  fact,  a derelict  open 
to  tlio  occupancy  of  every  enemy,  civi- 
lized or  savage, of  the  United  States,  and 
serving  no  other  earthly  purpose  than  as 
a post  of  annoyance  to  them. 

That  the  purposes,  as  well  of  the  Ne- 
gro, Indian  banditti,  with  whom  we  have 
been  contending,  as  of  the  British  invad- 
ers of  Florida,  who  first  assembled  and 
employed  them,  and  of  the  British  in- 
truding and  pretending  traders,  since  the 
peace,  who  have  instigated  and  betrayed 
them  to  destruction,  have  been  not  less 
hostile  to  Spain  than  to  tlie  U.  States, 
the  proofs  contained  in  the  documents 
herewith  enclosed,  are  conclusive.  Mr. 
PizaiTo’s  note  of  the  29th  of  August, 
speaks  of  His  Catholic  Majesty’s  pro- 
found indignation  at  the  “ sanguinary  ex- 
ecutions, on  the  Spanish  soil,  of  the  sub- 
jects of  powers  in  amity  with  the  King” — 
meaning  .Arbuthnot  and  Ambrister.  Let 
Mr.  I’izarro’s  successor  take  the  trouble 
of  reading  the  enclosed  documents,  and 
he  will  discover  who  Arbuthnot  and  Ain- 
bristcr  were,  and  what  were  their  pur- 
poses : That  -Arbuthnot  was  only  the  suc- 
cessor of  Nichols,  and  Ambrister  the 
agent  of  Woodbine  and  the  subaltern  of 
^IcG|■tgor.  Mr.  Pizarro  qualifies  Can. 
Jackson’s  iieceseai  y jjuiitlit  of  a defeated 
savage  enemy  beyobd  the  Sjianish  Flo- 
rida line,  as  a shameful  in-vasion  tf  His 
Majesty's  territory — yet,  that  territory 
was  llic  tesritory  also  of  the  savage  ene- 
my, and  Spain  was  bound  to  restrain 
them,  by  force,  from  hostilities  against 
the  Unitetl  Slates — snd  h was  the  failure 
of  Spain  to  fulfil  this  engagement,  which 
had  made  it  necessary  for  Gen.  Jackson 
to  pursue  the  savage  across  the  line. 
What  then  was  the  character  of  Nichols’s 
invasion  of  His  Majesty’s  territory  ; and 
where  was  His  Majesty’s  profound  in- 
dignation at  that  ? r>Ir.  Pizarro  says.  His 
Majesty’s  forts  and  places  have  been  vi- 
olently' seized  on  by  General  Jackson. 
Had  they  not  been  seized  on,  nay,  had 
not  the  pi  iiicipal  of  his  torts  been  blown 
up  by  Nichols,  and  a British  fort  on  the 
same  Spanish  territory  been  erected  dur- 
ing the  war,  and  left  standing  as  a Negro 
fort,  in  defiance  of  Spanish  authority, 
after  the  peace?  Where  was  His  Ma- 
jesty’s profound  indignation  at  that?  Has 
His  Majesty  suspended  formally  all  ne- 
gotiation with  the  sovereign  of  Colonel 
Nichols,  for  the  shamciul  invasion  of  his 
territory  without  color  of  provocation, 
without  pretence  of  necessity,  without 
the  shadow  or  even  avowal  of  a pretext? 
Has  His  Majesty  given  solemn  warning 
to  the  British  government,  that  these 
were  incidents  “of  transcendent  moment, 
capable  of  producing  an  essential  and 
thorough  cliange  in  tlie  political  rela- 
tions of  the  two  countries”  ? Nichols 
and  Woodbine,  in  their  invitations  and 
promises  to  the  slaves  to  run  away  from 
their  masters  and  join  them,  did  not  con- 
fine themselves  to  the  slaves  of  the  U- 
State* — they  received  with  as  hearty  a 
welcome,  and  employed  with  equal  rea- 
diness, the  fugitives  from  their  masters, 

in  Florida,  as  those  from  Georgia 

Against. this  special  injury,  the  governor 
of  Pensacola  did  earnestly  remonstrate, 
with  the  British  admiral,  Cockburn ; but 
against  the  shameful  invasion  of  the  ter- 
ritory— against  the  violent  seizure  of  the 
forts  and  places — against  the  blowing  up 
of  the  Barrancas,  and  the  erection  and 
maintenance,  under  British  banners,  of 
the  Negro  fort  on  Spanish  soil — against 
the  negotiation  by  a British  officer  in  the 
midst  of  peace,  of  pretended  treaties,  of- 
fensive and  defensive,  and  of  navigation 
and  commerce,  upon  Spanish  territory, 
between  Great  Britain  and  Spanish  In- 
dians, whom  Spain  was  bound  to  control 
and  restrain — if  a whisper  of  expostula- 
tion was  ever  wafted  from  Madrid  to 
London,  it  was  not  loud  enough  to  be 
heard  across  the  Atlantic,  nor  energetic 
enough  to  transpire  beyond  the  walls  of 
the  palaces  from  which  it  issued,  and  to 
which  it  was  borne. 

The  connection  between  Arbuthnot  and 
Nichols,  and  between  Ambrister,  Wood- 
bine and  McGregor,  is  established  be- 
yond all  question,  by  the  evidence  pro- 
duced at  the  trials  before  the  court  mar- 
tial- I luTo  already  remarked  to  you  on 


the  very  ex’raordinary  circuiriS'.anoe,tliat 
a firilish  trader  from  beyond  the  seas 
should  be  permitted,  by  the  Spanish  au- 
thorities, to  trade  -with  the  Indians  of 
Florida.  From  his  letter  to  Flambly, 
dated  3d  May,  1817,  it  appears  that  his 
trading  was  but  a pretence  ; and  that  his 
principal  purpose  was  to  act  as  the  agent 
ol  the  Indians  of  Florida,  and  outlaws 
from  the  Creeks,  to  obtain  the  aid  of  the 
British  government,  in  their  hostilities 
against  the  United  Slates.  He  expressly 
tells  Hanibly  there,  that  the  chief  oi 
those  outlaws  was  the  principal  cause  of 
his,  Aibulhiiol’s,  being  in  the  country  ; 
ami  that  he  had  come  willi  an  answer 
from  Earl  Bathurst,  delivered  to  him  by 
Governor  Cameron,  of  New  Providence, 
to  certain  Indian  talks,  in  whiche  th  aid 
of  the  British  governrhent  had  been  so- 
licited. Hanibly,  himself,  had  been  left 
by  Nichols,  as  the  agent  between  the  In- 
dians and  the  British  government;  but 
having  found  that  Nichols  had  failed  in 
his  attempt  to  prevail  upon  the  British 
government  to  pursue  this  clandestine 
w ar,  in  the  midst  of  peace ; and  that  they 
were  not  prepared  to  support  his  pre- 
tence, that  half  a dozen  outlawed  fugi- 
tives from  the  Creeks  were  the  Creek 
nation  ; — when  Arbuthnot,  the  incendia- 
ry, came,  and  was  instigating  them,  by 
promises  of  support  of  Great  Britain,  to 
commence  their  murderous  incursions 
into  the  United  States,  Hambly,  at  th» 
request  of  the  Creeks  themselves,  wrote 
to  him,  warning  him  to  withdraw  from 
among  that  band  of  outlaws,  and  giving 
him  a solemn  foreboding  of  the  doom 
that  awaited  him,  from  the  hand  of  jus- 
tice, if  he  persevered  in  the  course  that 
he  pursued.  Arbuthnot,  nevertheless, 
persisted  ; and  while  he  was  deluding 
the  wretched  Indians  with  the  promise 
of  support  from  England,  he  was  writing 
letters  for  them  to  the  British  minister 
in  the  United  States,  to  governor  Came- 
ron of  New  Providence,  to  colonel  Ni- 
chols ; to  be  laid  before  the  British  go- 
vernment ; and  even  to  the  Spanish  go- 
vernor of  St.  Augustine,  and  the  gover- 
nor General  of  the  Havana,  soliciting,  in 
all  quarters,  aid  and  support,  arms  and 
ammunition,  for  the  Indians,  against  th* 
United  States;  bewailing  the  destruction 
of  the  Negro  fort,  and  charging  the  Bri- 
tish government  with  having  drawn  the 
Indians  into  war  with  the  United  Slates, 
and  deserting  them  after  the  peace. 

You  will  remark  among  the  papers  pro- 
duced on  his  trial,  a power  of  attorney,  da- 
ted 17th  June,  1817,  given  him  by  twelve 
Indians,  partly  of  Florida,  and  partly  of 
the  fugitive  outlaws  from  the  U.  States. 

He  states  that  this  power,  and  his  in- 
structions, were,  to  memorialize  tha 
British  government,  and  the  governor 
general  of  the  Havanna.  These  papers 
are  not  only  substantially  proved,  as  of  his 
hand  w riling,  on  the  trial,  but  in  the  dai- 
ly newspapers  of  London,  of  the  24th 
and  25th  of  August  last,  his  letter  to 
Nicholls  is  published,  (somewhat  garb- 
led,) with  a copy  of  Hambly’s  above 
mentioned  letter  to  him,  and  a reference 
to  this  Indian  power  of  attorney  to  him, 
afifirtived  by  the  commandant  of  St. 
Marks,  F.  C.  Luengo.  Another  of  the 
papers  is  a letter,  written  in  the  name  of 
the  same  chiefs,  by  Arbuthnot,  to  the 
governor  general  of  Havana,  asking  of 
him  permission  for  Arbuthnot  to  estab- 
lish a warehouse  on  the  Appalachicola; 
bitterly  and  falsely  complaining  that  the 
Americans  had  made  settlements  on 
their  lands,  within  the  Spanish  lines,  and 
calling  upon  the  governor  general  to 
give  orders  to  displace  them,  and  send 
tliam  back  to  their  own  country.  In' 
this  jpUer  they  assign,  as  a reason  for 
asking  this  license  for  Arbuthnot,  the 
want  of  a person  to  put  in  writing  for 
them  their  talks,  of  grievances  against 
the  Americans.  And  they  add,  “the 
commander  of  the  Fort  of  St  Marks  haa 
heard  all  of  our  talks  and  complaints. 

He  approves  of  what  we  have  done,  and 
what  we  are  doing;  and  it  is  by  his  recom- 
mendation we  have  thus  presumed  to  ad- 
dress your  excellency.”  You  will  find 
these  papers  in  the  printed  newspaper 
enclosed,  and  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
court  martial,  and  will  point  them  out  to 
the  Spanish  government,  not  only  as  de- 
cisive proofs  of  the  unexampled  com- 
pliances of  the  Spanish  officers  in  Flori- 
da, to  foreign  intrusive  agents  and  insti- 
gators of  Indian  hostilities  against  the 
United  States,  but  as  placing,  beyond  a 
doubt,  that  participation  of  this  hostile  ’ 
spirit  in  the  commandant  of  St.  Marks, 
which  Gen.  Jackson  so  justly  complains 
ot;  and  of  which  we  have  so  well  found- 
ed a right  to  demand  punishment.  Here 
is  the  commandant  of  a Spanish  fort, 
bound  by  the  sacred  engagement  of  a 
treaty,  to  restrain,  by  force,  the  Indians 
within  his  command  from  committing 
hostilities  against  the  United  States,  con- 
spiring with  those  same  Indians,  and  de- 
liberately giving  his  written  approbation 
to  their  appointment  of  a foreigner,  a 
British  subject,  as  their  agent,  to  solicit 
assistance  and  supplies  from  the  gover- 
nor general  of  Havana,  and  from  the 
B ritish  government,  for  carrying  on  those 
same  hostilities. 

Let  us  come  to  the  case  of  Ambris- 
ter— He  was  taken  in  arms;  lending  and 
commanding  the  Indians,  in  the  war  a- 
against  the  American  troops;  and  to  that 
charge,  upon  his  trial,  pleading  guilty. 

But  the  primary  object  of  his  coming 
there,  was  still  more  hostile  to  Spain 
than  to  the  United  States.  You  find 
that  he  told  three  of  the  witnesses,  who 
testified  at  his  trial,  that  he  had  come  to 
this  country  upon  Mr.  Woodbine’s  busi- 
ness at  Tampa  Bay — to  see  the  negroes 
righted;  ami  one  of  them,  that  he  had  <t 
commission  in  the_  Patriot  army,  under 
Af‘  Gregor;  and  that  he  had  exfiected  a 
captaincy.  And  what  was  the  intemled 
business  of  M'Gregor  and  Woodbine  • 
at  Tampa  Bay?  It  was  the  conquest  of 
Florida  from  Spain,  by  the  use  of  those 
very  Indians  and  Negroes,  whom  tha 
coran^dant  of  St.  Marks  was  so  ready 


to  aid  and  support  in  war  against  the  U. 
States.  The  chain  oi  proof  that  estab- 
lishes these  facts,  is  contained  in  the  doc- 
uments communicated  by  the  President 
to  Congress  at  their  last  session,  relating 
to  the  occupation  of  Amelia  Island  by 
}VI‘Gregor.  From  this  document  you 
■will  find,  that  while  M‘Gregor  | was 
there,  Woodbine  went  from  New  Prov- 
idence, in  a schooner  of  his  own,  to  join 
him ; that  he  arrived  at  Amelia  Island, 
just  as  M‘Gregor,  abandoning  the  com- 
panions of  his  achievement  there,  was 
leaving  it : that  M‘ Gregor,  quitting  the 
■vessel  in  which  he  embarked  at  Amelia, 
went  onboard  that  of  Woodbine,  and  re- 
turned with  him  to  New  Providence: 
that  Woodbinejhad  persuaded  him  they 
could  yet  accomplish  the  conquest  of 
Florida,  with  soldiers  to  be  recruited  at 
Nassau,  from  the  corps  of  Colonial  Ma- 
rines, which  had  served  under  Nicholls 
during  the  late  war  with  tlie  United 
States,  which  corps  had  been  lately  dis- 
banded; and  with  the  Negroes  to  be 
found  at  Tampa  Bay,  and  1500  Indians, 
already  then  engaged  to  Woodbine,  who 
pretended  that  they  had  made  a grant  of 
all  their  lands  there  to  him.  Among  the 
papers,  the  original  of  which  is  in  our 
possession,  in  M'Gregor’s  hand  writing, 
are  instructions  for  sailing  into  Tampa 
Bay,  with  the  assertion  that  he  calculated 
toibe  there  by  the  last  of  April  or  first  of 
May,  of  the  present  year;  a letter  dated 
27th  December  last,  to  one  of  his  ac- 
quaintance in  this  country,  disclosing  the 
same  intention;  and  the  extract  of  a pro- 
clamation -which  was  to  have  been  issu- 
ed at  Tampa  Bay,  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Florida,  by  the  person  charged  with  ma- 
king the  settlement  there,  before  his  ar- 
rival, announcing  his  approach,  for  the 
purpose  of  liberating  them  from  the  des- 
potism of  Spain,  and  cd  enabling  them  to 
form  a government  for  themselves.  He 
had  persuaded  those  who  would  listen  to 
him  here,  that  his  ultimate  object  was  to 
sell  the  Floridas  to  the  United  States.  i 
There  is  some  reason  to  suppose,  that 
he  had  made  indirect  overtures,  of  a sim- 
ilar nature,  to  the  British  government. 
This  was  Ambrister’s  business  in  Flori- 
da. He  arrived  there  in  Match,  the  pre- 
cursor of  M‘Gregor  and  Woodbine,  and 
immediately  upon  his  arrival,  he  is  found 
seizing  upon  Arbuthnol’s  goods,  and  dis- 
tributing them  among  the  Negroes  and 
Indians;  seizing  upon  his  vessel,  and 
compelling  its  master  to  pilot  hint,  with 
a body  of  armed  Negroes,  towards  the 
Fort  of  St.  Marks,  with  the  declared  pur- 
pose of  taking  it  by  surprize,  in  the  night; 
■writing  letters  to  Governor  Cameron 
of  New  Providence,  urgently  calling  for 
supplies  of  munitions  of  war,  and  of  can- 
non, for  the  war  against  the  Americans ; 
and  letters  to  colonel  Nicholls,  renewing 
the  same  demands  of  supplies  ; inform- 
ing him,  that  he  is  with  300  negroes  “ a 
few  of  our  Bluff  people,’  who  had 
M the  cause,  and  were  relying  upon  the 
faith  of  Nicholls’s  promises.  Our  Bluff  j 
people  were  the  people  of  the  Negro; 
fort,  collected  by  Nicholls’s  and  Wood-[ 
bine’s  proclamations,  during  the  Ameri-i 
can  and  English  war  ; and  the  cauce  toj 
■which  they  stuck,  was  the  savage,  scr-> 
vile,  exterminating  war  against  the  U. 
States.  I 

Among  the  agents  and  actors  of  such' 
virtuous'enterprizes  as  are  here  unveiled, | 
it  was  hardly  expected  that  there  would 
be  found  ^markable  evidences  of  their; 
respect,  confidence  and  good  faith  to- 
■wards  one  another.  Accordingly,  be- 
sides the  violent  seizure  and  distribu-l 
tion,  by  Ambrister,  of  Arbuthnot’s  pro- ' 
perly,  his  letters  to  governor  Cameron, 
«nd  to  Nicholls,  are  filled  with  the  dis- 
trust and  suspicions  of  the  Indians,  that 
they  were  deceived  and  betrayed  by  Ar- 
buthnot;  while  in  Arbuthnot’s  letters  to 
the  same  Nicholls,  he  accuses  Woodbine 
of  having  taken  charge  of  poor  Francis, 
the  prophet,  or  Hilas  Hildjo,  upon  his 
return  from  England  to  New  Providence, 
and  under  pretence  of  taking  care  of  him 
and  his  affairs — of  having  defrauded  him 
of  a large  portion  of  the  presents  which 
had  been  delivered  out  from  the  king’d 
stores  to  him,  for  Francis’s  use.  This  is! 
one  of  the  passages  of  Arbuthnot’s  letter  | 
to  Nicholls,  omitted  in  the  publication  of| 
it  last  August,  in  the  London  newspa- 
pers. i 

Is  this  narrative  of  dark  and  compli- 
cated depravity  ; this  creeping  and  in- 
sidious war,  both  against  Spain  and  the  f 
U.  States  ; this  mockery  of  patriotism 
these  political  philters  to  fugitive  slaves^ 
and  Indian  outlaws  ; these  perfidies  andj 
treacheries  of  villains  incapable  of  keep-, 
ing  their  faith  even  to  each  other,  all  in] 
the  name  of  South  American  liberty,  of| 
The  rights  of  runaway  Negroes,  and  thcj 
wrongs  of  savage  murderers — all  com-! 
blued  aftd  projected  to  plunder  Spain  of, 
her  provinces,  and  to  spread  massacre] 
and  devastation  along  the  borders  of  the , 
United  States ; is  all  this  sufficient  to 
cool  the  sympathies  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty’s government,  excited  by  the  exe- 
cution of  these  two  “ subjects  of  a power 
in  amity  with  the  king?”  The  Spanish 
government  is  not  at  this  day  to  be  in- 
formed that,  cruel  as  ivar  in  its  mildest 
forms  must  be,  it  is,  and  necessarily 
must  be,  doubly  cruel,  when  waged  with 
savages  ; that  savages  make  no  prison- 
ers, but  to  torture  them  ; that  they  give 
no  quarter;  that  they  put  to  death  with- 
out discrimination  of  age  or  sex  ; that 
these  ordinary  characteristics  of  Indian 
warfare  have  been  applicable,  in  their 
laost  heart-sickening  horrors,  to  that 
war,  left  us  by  Nicholls,  as  his  legacy, 
reinstigated  by  Woodbine,  Arbuthnot 
and  Ambrister,  and  stimulated  by  the 
approbation,  encouragement,  and  aid  of 
the  Spanish  commandant  at  St.  Marks. 
Is  proof  required  ? Intreat  the  Spanish 
minister  of  state,  for  a moment,  to  over- 
come the  feelings  which  details  like 
these  must  excite,  and  to  reflect,  if  pds- 
sihle,  with  composure,  upon  the  facts 
stated  in  the'  following  extracts  Irom  the 
documciUft  enclosed ; 


Letter  from  sailing  master  Jairus 
Loomis,  to  commodore  Daniel  T.  Pat- 
erson, loth  .August,  1816,  reporting  the 
destruction  of  the  Negro  Fort  : 

“ On  examining  the  prisoners,  they  stated, 
“ that  EdwaM  Daniels,  O.  S.  who  was  made 
“ prisoner  in  the  beat,  on  the  17th  July,  was 
“ tarred  and  burnt  alive.” 

Letter  from  Archibald  Clarke  to  gen. 
Gaines,  26th  Feb.  1817. 

“ On  the  24th  insL  the  house  of  Mr.  Garrett, 
“’residing  ui  the  upper  part  of  this  county, 
“ near  the  boundary  of  Wayne  county,  (Geo.) 
“Was  attacked,  during  his  absence,  near  the 
“ middle  of  the  day,  by  this  party,  (of  In- 
“ dians)  consisting  of  about  tifteea,  who  shot 
“ M rs.  Garrett,  in  two  placos,  and  then  dis- 
‘ I patched  her  by  stabbing  and  scalping.  Her 
“ two  children,  one  about  three  years,  and  the 
“ other  two  months  old,  were  also  murdered, 

“ and  the  eldest  scaiped ; the  house  was  then 
“ plundered  of  every  Article  of  value,  and  set 
“ on  fire.” 

Letter  from  Peter  B.  Cook,  ( Arbuth- 
Dot’s  clerk)  to  Eliz.  A.  Carney,  at  Nas- 
sau, dated  Suwabnee,  li^th  Jan.  1818, 
giving  an  account  of  their  operations 
with  the  Indians,  against  the  Americans, 
and  their  massacre  of  licul.  Scott  and  his 
party. 

‘■There  was  a boafthat  was  taken  by  the 
“ Indians,  that  had  in  thirty  men,  seven  women 
“ and  four  small  children.  There  was  six  of 
“the  men  got  clear,  and  one  woman  saved,  and 
“ all  the  rest  »f  them  got  killed.  The  children 
“ were  took  by  the  leg,  and  their  brrins  dash- 
“ cd  out  against  the  boat.” 

If  the  bare  recital  of  scenes  like  these 
cannot  be  perused  without  shuddering, 
what  must  be  the  agonized  feelings  of 
those  whose  wives  and  children  are,  from 
day  to  day,  and  from  night  to  night,  ex- 
posed to  be  the  victims  of  the  same  bar- 
barity ? Has  mercy  a voice  to  plead  for 
the  perpetrators  and  instigators  oPdeeds 
like  these  ?'  Should  enquiry  hereafter  be 
made,  why,  within  three  months  after 
this  event,  the  savage  Hamatlili  Micco, 
upon  being  taken  by  the  American 
troops,  was,  by  order  of  their  command- 
er, immediately  hung,  let  it  he  told  that 
that  Ravage  was  the  commander  of  the 
party  by  which  those  women  were  butch- 
ered, and  those  helpless  infants  were 
thus  dashed  against  the  boat.  Contend- 
ing with  such  enemies,  although  hu- 
manity revolts  at  entire  retaliation  upon 
them,  and  spares  the  lives  of  their  fee- 
ble and  defenceless  women  and  children, 
yet  mercy  herself  surrenders  to  retribu- 
tive justice  the  lives  of  their  leading 
warriors  taken  in  arms — and  still  more 
the  lives  of  the  foreign,  white  incendia- 
ries, who,  disowned  by  their  own  gov- 
ernments, and  disowning  their  own  na- 
tures, degrade  themselves  beneath  the 
savage  character,  by  voluntarily  descend- 
ing to  its  level.  Is  not  this  the  dictate 
of  common  sense  ? Is  it  not  consonant  to 
the  soundest  authorities  of  national  law. 

“ W^ien  at  war  (says  Vattel)  with  a fero- 
“ cious  nation,  which  observes  no  rules 
“ and  grants  no  quarter,  they  may  be 
“ chastised  in  the  persons  of  those  of 
“ them  who  may  be  taken  ; they  are  of 
“ the  number  of  the  guilty  ; and  by  this 
“ rigor  the  attempt  may  be  made  of 
“ bringing  them  to  a sense  of  the  laws  of 
“ humanity.”  And  again  : “ As  a general 
“ has  the  right  of  sacrificing  the  lives  of 
“ his  enemies  to  his  own  s^afety  or  that 
“ of  his  people,  if  he  has  to  contend  with 
“ an  inhuman  enemy, often  guilt  v of  such 
“ excesses,  he  may  take  the  lives  of  some 
“ of  his  prisoners,  and  treat  them  as  his 
“own  people  have  been  treated.”  The 
justification  of  these  principles  is  found 
in  their  salutary  efficacy,  for  terror  and 
for  example.  It  is  thus  only  that  the  bar- 
barities of  Indians  can  be  successfully 
encountered.  It  is  thus  only  that  the 
* worse  than  Indian  barbarities  of  Euro- 
pean impostors,  pretending  authority 
from  their  governments,  but  always  dis- 
avowed, can  be  punished  and  arrested. 
Great  Britain  yet  engages  the  alliance 
and  co-operation  of  savages  in  war.  But 
her  government  has  invariably  disclaim- 
ed all  countenance  or  authorization  to 
her  subjects  to  instigate  them  against  us 
in  time  of  peace.  Yet  so  it  has  happen- 
ed, that  from  the  period  of  our  estab- 
lished independence  to  this  day,  all  the 
Indian  wars  with  which  we  have  been 
afflicted  have  been  distinctly  traceable  to 
the  instigation  of  English  traders  or  a- 
gents,  always  disavowed,  yet  always  felt, 
more  tlian  once  detected,  but  never  be- 
fore punished.  Two  of  them,  offenders 
of  the  deepest  dye,  after  solemn  warring 
to  their  government,  and  individually  m 
one  of  them,  have  fallen,  delic- 

to, into  the  hands  of  an  .\meaican  gen- 
eral : and  the  punishment  inflicted  upon 
them  has  fixed  them  on  high  as  an  ex- 
ample, awful  in  its  exhibition,  but,  we 
trust,'  auspicious  in  its  results,  of  that 
which  awaits  unauthorized  p%tendersof 
European  agency,  to  stimulate,  and  in- 
terpose in  wars  between  the  U.  Slates 
and  the  Indians,  within  their  control. 

This  exposition  of  the  origin,  the  caus- 
es, and  the  character  of  the  war  with  the'' 
Seminole  Indians  and  part  of  th«  Creeks, 
combined  with  M'Gregor’s  mock  patri- 
ots and  Nicholls’s  negroes,  tvhich  neces- 
sarily led  our  troops  into  Florida,-  and 
gave  rise  to  all  those  incidents  of  which 
Mr.  Pizarro  so  vehemently  complains, 
will,  it  is  hoped,  enable  you  to  present 
other  and  sounder  views  of  the  subject 
to  his  Catholic  Majesty's  government.  It 
will  enable  you  to  show  that  the  occupa- 
tion of  Pensacola  and  St.  Marks  was  oc- 
casioned neither  by  a spirit  of  hostility 
to  Spain,  nor  with  a view  to  extort,  pre- 
maturely, the  province  from  her  posses- 
sion; that  it  was  rendered  necessary  by 
the  neglect  of  Spain  to  perform  her  en- 
gagements of  restraining  the  Indians 
from  hostilities  against  the  United  States, 
and  by  the  culpable  countenance,  encou- 
ragement, and  assistance  given  to  those 
Indians,  iti  their  hostilities,  by  the  Span 
ish  governor  and  ’ commandatit  at  those 
places : that  the  Utiited  States  have  a 
right  to  demand,  as  the  President  does 
demaud,of  Spain  the  punishment  of  those 
officers  foi*  this  misconduct;  and, he  fur- 
ther demands  of  Spain  a just  and  reason- 
able indemnity  to  the  United  States  for 
[the  heavy" and  necessary 


they  have  been  compelled  to  incur,  by 
the  failure  of  Spain  to  perform  her  en- 
gagement, to  restrain  the  Indians,  ag 
gravated  by  this  demonstrated  complici- 
ty of  her  commanding  officers  with  them, 
in  their  hostilities  against  the  United 
States:  that  the  two  Englis  ni--n  exe- 
cuted by  order  of  Gen.  Jackson,  were 
identified  with  the  savages,  with  wliom 
thvi}'’  were  carrying  on  the  war  against 
the  United  States,  but  that  one  of  them 
was  the  mover  and  fomenter  of  the  war, 
which,  without  his  interference  and  false 
promises  to  the  Indians  .of  support  from 
the  British  government,  never  would 
have  happened — that  the  other  was  the 
instrument  of  war  against  Spain  as  well 
as  the  United  States,  commissioned  by 
M'Gregor,  and  expedited  by  Wood- 
bine, upon  their  project  of  conquering 
Florida  with  these  Indians  and  negroes: 
that,  as  accomplices  of  the  savages,  and, 
sinning  against  their  better  knowledge, 
worse  than  savages,  Gen.  Jackson,  pos- 
sessed of  their  persons  and  of  the  proofs 
of  their  guilt,  might,  by  the  lawful  and 
ordinary. usages  of  war,  have  hung  them 
both  without  the  formality  of  a trial ; — 
that,  to  allow  them  every  possible,  op- 
portunity of  refuting  the  proofs,  or  of 
shewing  any  circumstance  in  extenua- 
tion of  their  crimes,  he 'gave  them  the 
benefit  of  a trial  by  a court  martial,  of 
highly  respectable  officers:  thatthe  de- 
fence of  one  consisted,  solely  and  exclu- 
sively, of  technical  cavils  at  the  nature  of 
part  of  the  evidence  against  him,  and  the 
other  confessed  his  guilt;  Finally,  that, 
in  restoring  Pensacola  and  St.  Marks  to 
Spain,  the  President  gives  the  most  sig- 
nal proof  of  his  confidence,  that  hereaf- 
ter her  engagement  to  restrain,  by  force, 
the  Indians  of  Florida  from  all  hostili- 
ties against  the  United  States,  w ill  be  ef- 
fectually fulfilled  ; that  there  will  be  no 
more  murders,  no  more  robberies  with- 
in our  borders,  by  savages  prowling  a- 
long  the  Spanish  line,  and  seeking  shel- 
ter within  it,  to  display  in  their  villages 
the  scalps  of  our  women  and  children, 
their  victims,  and  to  sell,  with  shameless 
efi’roniery,  the  plunder  from  our  citi- 
zens in  Spanish  forts  and  cities ; that  we 
shall  hear  no  more  apologies  from  Span- 
ish governors  and  commandants,  of  their 
in.ibility  to  perform  the  duties  of  their 
office  and  tiie  solemn  contracts  of  their 
country. — no  more  excuses  for  compli- 
ances to  the  savage  enemies  of  the  U- 
nited  States  from  the  dread  of  their  at- 
tacks upon  themselves — no  more  har- 
boring of  foreign  impostors,  upon  com- 
pulsion ; that  a strength  sufficient  will  be 
kept  in  the  province  to  restrain  the  Indi- 
ans by  force,  and  officers  empowered  and 
instructed  to  employ  it  effectually  to 
maintain  the  good  faith  of  the  nation,  by 
the  effeftive  fulfilment  of  the  treaty. — 
The  duty  of  the  government  to  protect 
the  persons  and  property  of  our  fellow- 
citizei’s  on  the  borders  of  the  United 
States  is  imperative— -it  must  be  discharg- 
ed— and  if,  after  all  the  warnings  that 
Spain  has  had — if,  after  the  piosfralion 
of  all  her  territorial  rights  and  neutral 
obligations,  by  Nicholls  and  his  banditti, 
during  the  war,  and  of  all  her  trcaiv  stip- 
ulations, by  Arbuthnot  and  .\mb  ister, 
abetted  by  her  own  commanding  officers, 
during  peace,  to  the  cruel  annoyance  of 
the  United  Slates — if  the  necessities  of 
self-defence  should  again  compel  the 
United  States  to  take  possession  of  the 
Spanish  forts  and  places  in  Florida,  de 
dare,  with  the  candor  and  frankness 
that  beconrie  us,  that  another  uncondi- 
tional restoration  of  them  must  not  be  ex- 
pected; that  even  the  President’s  confi- 
dence in  the  good  faith  and  ultimate 
justice  of  the  Spanish  government  will 
yield  to  the  painful  experience  of  con- 
tinual disappointment;  and  that,  after 
unwearied  and  almost  unnumbered  ap- 
peals to  them,  for  the  performance  of 
their  stipulated  duties,  in  vain,  the  U- 
nited  States  will  be  reluctantly  compell- 
ed to  rely,  for  the  protection  of  their 
borders,  upon  themselves  alone.

A bill  b now  before  the  state  legislature, 
providing  th.it  real  property  or  slaves  shall 
not  be  solil  in  payment  of  debts  for  less  than 
tlii-ee  fourths  of  their  value,  to  be  fixed  upon 
by  three,  com.atissloners  : and  that  if  such 
property  will  not  bring  that  price,  the  sher- 
iff shall  sell  it  for  what  it  will  bring  on  a 
credit  of  12  months,  provided  the  creditor 
endorse  on  the  execution  that  he  will  take 
'United  Statc.s  or  state  bank  notes;  and  if  he 
fail  so  to  emlorse,  the  debtor  shall  have  the 
right  to  replevy  for  12  months  more.  As  this 
bill  expressly  violates  that  clause  of  the  fed- 
eral constitution,  wliich  forbids  any  state  to 
pass  a lav  impairing  the  obUgaiion  sf  contracts,  J 
we  Hope  that  the  judiciary  vvill  put  it  down. 
\Ve  moreover  hope,  that  the  sovereign  peo.| 
pie  of  Kentucky  will  permit  the  members  of  i 
the  legislature,  who  vote  for  any  sucli  outra- 
geous bill,  to  retire  to  the  obscurity  of  pri- 
vate life.  How  long  is  this  patriotic  and  enlight- 
ened state  to  be  disgraced  by  the  quackery 
of  quack  legislators  ? How  long  is  her  statute 
book  to  be  st.ained  by  laws  violating  the  pub- 
lic faith,  and  sapping  all  confidence  between 
«nan  and  ma.i  > Let  the  next  elections  an- 
swer these  questions. 

tre  have  received  a copy  of  the  bill  before' 
our  legislature,  'separating  Lexington  from  the 
rest  of  Fayette,  restricting  the  citizens  of  the 
town  to  giving  their  votes  for  one  representa- 
tive only,  and  the  citizens  of  the  county  to 
voting  for  tuto  only.  Both  have  heretofore  had 
the  right  to  vote  for  three  representatives ;

We  trust  that  the  legisla- 
ture  will  at  least  postpone  the  passage  of  the 
bill,  until  the  real  sense  of  the  county  Ciiu  be 
ssoertained  and  communicated  to  them  on  the 
subject.  I 

Mr.  Htr,nso*  has  substituted  for  a part  of 
his  resolutions  against  all  banks,  a resolution 
for  amending  the  constitution  of  the  I’nitcd 
States,  so  as  to  'proliibit  any  state  hereafter 
from  establishing  any  bank,  and  restricting 
congress  to  the  establishment  of  a bank  or 
branches  in  such  states  as  may,  by  vote  of 
two-tliirds  of  their  legislature,  pass  a law  al- 
lowing it ; the  bank  to  be  suoject  to  such 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed 
by  the  slate  law.  We  should  suppose  that 
the  constitutiwi  is  good  enough  without  this 
amendment. 


Mr.  MzBriR  hasoffered  a resolution  in  con- 
gress, instructing  the  military  committee  to 
report  a bill  to  reduce  to  one  the  number  of 
major  generals  in  the  army.  The  object  of  this 
motion  is  understood  to  be,  to  effect  the  dis- 
missal of  the  veteran  Jaexsox  from  the  ser- 
rice.  We  hope  that  congress  will  not  attempt 
to  disgrace  the  general  in  this  indirect  way. 
If  he  has  committed  any  act  deserving  such 
punishment,  let  an  inquiry  be  instituted  in 
the  house  into  the  facts,  and  let  them  openly 
request  the  executive  to  dismiss  him  This 
will  be  a more  manly  course;  but  the  practice 
of  legislating  men  out  of  office  is  not  a very 
commendable  one,  if  the  object  can  possibly 
be  accomplished  in  a more  constitutional  mode. 
We  think,  however,  that  General  Jackson  has 
done  nothing  to  merit  this  treatment.  Perhaps 
his  presence  at  Washington,  where  he  has 
gone,  will  change  unfavourable  impressions.

EXTRACT  TO  THE  EniTO*,  nATEn 

H'ashington  City,  Jen.  11. 
'Congress  begins  to  enter,  with  some  spi- 
rit, into  the  discussion  of  topics  of  more  gene- 
ral interest,  than  what  have  occupied  their  at- 
tention before.  One  subject,  on  which  the 
house  will  be  considerably  divided,  is  that  of 
the  employment  of  soldiers  by  executive  au-, 
thority,  in  making  roads,  and  allowing  them 
extra  pay,  under  the  name  of  extra  rations  tor 
fatigue,  without  any  special  provision  by  law.] 
It  has  been  customary  to  allow  extra  rations 
to  soldiers  on  fatigue,  and  tlie  correctness  of’ 
the  principle  is  admitted;  but  the  question  is, 
whether  the  President  is  justifiable  in  employ- 
ing them  to  labor  on  roads,  for  military  pur- 
poses, and  to  call  such  labor  latigue  service. 
I'he  subject,  I do  noi  conceive  to  be  one  of 
very  great  magnitude,  the  whole  expense  not 
exceeding  eight  or  ten  thousand  dollai-s,  and 
the  object  having  no  tendency  to  enslave,  but 
to  benefit  the  community.  But  if  there  is  an 
unconstitutional  stretch  of  power  exercised' 
by  the  President  in  this  case,  it  is  doubtless; 
correct  to  give  it  a check.  It  is  believed,  that 
a majority  of  the  house  will  concur  in  the  o- 
piiiion,  that  these  roads,  being  neces,asy,  or| 
at  least  affording  facilities  to  military  opera- 1 
lions,  are  proper  objects  of  employment  for 
the  soldiers  of  the  army;  and  so  far  as  extra] 
rations  are  lawful  far  fitigue  service,  the  ad-; 
ditioiial  allow.ance  will  lie  approved.  I should 
have  rejoiced  in  the  ^vent,  had  the  president, 
given  as  liberal  a construction  to  the  legisla- 
tive powers  of  the  general  government,  dele- 
gated by  the  constitution,  and  had  he,  be- 
cause internal  improvement,  roads  ami  canals! 
would  h.ave  facilitated  the  transportation  of 
the  mail,  and  the  commercial  relations  of  tlie 
states  with  each  otlier,  encouraged  such  i;n- 
provemenis,  as  incident  to  the  power  of  es-| 
tabhsliiiig  post  ofltci  s and  post  roads,  and  of 
ragulatiiig  commerce.  This,  in  my  opinion, 
would  liavc  been  more  consistent,  and  more 
beneficial  to  the  community,  without  da.nger 
of  injury  or  oppression  to  the  citizens. 

“ Another  subject  of  difierence  will  be,  the 
conduct  of  Gen.  Jacksox  and  the  administra- 
tion, ill  relation  to  the  Seminole  war,  and  the 
execution  of  Arbuthnot  and  Ambrister.  It  is 
perfectly  clear  to  my  mind,  that  neither,  the 
administration,  nor  Gen  J+ckso.t,  have  gone 
•'beyond  the  bounds  ef  propriety,  npr  violated 
the  laws  of  nations,  in  the  occupancy  of  the 
Spanish  fort  of  St.  .Marks,  in  East  Florida,  and 
I’ensatola  in  West  Florida  ; nor  yet  in  the  ex- 
ecution of  those  foreign  emissaries,  who  had 
made  themselves  savages,  by  joining  in  their 
cruelties.  If  Gen-  Jacaso.v  has  done  WTong, 
it  was  in  calling  a court  martial,  and  not  exe- 
cuting summary  punishment  upon  them  ; and 
if  the  executive  has  erred  in  that  business,  it 
is  in  relinquishing  those  posts  to  the  Spanish 
authority.  What  will  be  the  sentiment  of  con- 
gress upon  this  subject,  is  yet  unknown ; but 
it  is  certain  they  wiil  be  divided.  The  com 
mittcc  to  whom  it  is  referred,  have  not  yet  re- 
ported : but  it  is  expected  they  will  do  so,  eith- 
er this  dav  or  tomorrow.  The  report  is  anti 
j^cipaicd  ivith  great  in'-crtst.  Scvtr<iliaeinb9rs 


have  already  committed  themselves  upon  tlie 
subject,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a very  in 
teresting  debate  will  ai-ise,  when  it  comes  be 
fore  the  house.  Some  member.t  who  h.ave 
been  accusto;ned  to  agree  in  almost  every  pe- 
riod, will  probalily  divide  upon  this:  but  it  is 
hoped  tlic  debate  will  be  carried  ' ii  in  a way, 
that  will  not  involve  personal  feeling.  There 
ij,  evidently,  a party  unfriendly  to  Gen  .Iack- 
sox  ; perhaps,  because  he  treated  their  frle«ds 
so  rudely  four  years  since,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  New  Orleans  ; and  a proposition  will 
be  discussed  in  Congress,  to  have  but  one  .Ma- 
jor  General  in  the  service,  with  the  view  of 
putting  h(m  down.  I tru.st,  however,  such 
black  uigratitude  will  never  receive  the  sanc- 
tion of  the  nation.”

The  royalists  have  evacuated  Chili, 
and  the  army  of  San  Marti:)  was  push- 
ing for  Lima  at  the  last  advices. 

John  Rowan,  esq.  has  been  appoint- 
pd  ajudge  of  the  Kentucky  court  of  ap- 
peals, in  place  of  Judge  Logan,  sleeted 
to  the  senate.  Mr.  Oldham  has  been 
appointed  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of 
Jefferson  and  other  counties,  in  place  of 
Mr.  Metcalf,  resigned.  Samuel  South 
has  been  re-elected  state  treasurer;  Ken- 
dall and  Russells,  state  primers  ; Robt. 
.\lexaiidcr  president  of  the  st'ate  bank, 
and  George  M.  Bibb,  Peter  Dudley, 
Willis  A.  Lee,  O.  G.  Waggener,  Robt 
S.  Todd,  Riclid.  Taylor  Jr.  John  Brown, 
D.  Weisiger,  A.  J.  Mitchell,  John  Pope, 
N.  Hart  and  B.  Taylor  directors  of  that 
institution,  the  former  six  by  the  legisla- 
ture, the  latter  by  the  stockholders.  Gen. 
Hardin,  in  the  absence  of  .Mr.  Speaker 
Breckinridge  from  sickuess,  was  last 
week  elected  speaker  firo  temftorc  by 
the  house.  A report  favourable  to  the 
recharteriiig  of  the  Bank  of  Kentucky, 
has  been  made  in  the  senate,  and  a bill 
for  that  p'jrpose  has  been  reported  in  the 
house.  The  bill  to  tax  the  branch  banks 
of  the  United  States  60,000  dollars,  has 
passed  the  house,  6-1  to  23  votes,  and 
will  without  doubt  pas%  the  senate.  The 
nomination  ol  Urban  Ewiiig  as  sher- 
iff of  Logan,  has  been  rejected  by  the 
sen'ate.  Mr.  F.  Johnson  has  reported 
a bill  in  senate  to  incorporate  the  South- 
ern College  of  Kentucky,  to  be  located 
at  Bowling  Green.  The  Danville  Col- 
lege bill  is  before  the  senate,  who  have 
stricken  out  the  clause  relative  to  the 
establishment  of  theological  schools  in 
connection  with  the  college.  In  this 
form  it  is  expected  to'pass  both  houses, 
^'he  house  have  passed  resolutions  for 
the  erection  ol  a tomb  stone  over  the  re- 
mains of  the  late  Gen.  Georgs  Rogers 
Clarke,  and  one  over  the  remains  of 
the  late  Governor  Charles  Scott- — 
They  richly  merited  these  honors  from 
Kentucky,  for  their  great  military  ser- 
vices and  achievements.  .K  bill  to  au- 
thorize the  certificates  of  stock  in  the 
Batik  of  Kentucky  to  (sass  by  delivery 
as  a circulating  medium,  is  before  the 
house,  reixirteed  by  Mr.  Underwood  ; 
the  project  may  be  a good  one,  b-jt  we 
believe  it  is  a novelty. 

The  steam  boat  Vesuvius  has  arrived 
at  Shippingport,  with  a cargo  of  dry 
goods  and  groceries. 

John  Gruiam,  late  Commissioner  to 
South  America,  is  appointSd  by  the  pre 
siclent  ol  the  United  States,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  senate,  to  be  Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary  from  tlie  U.  States 
to  Rio  Janeiro,  vice  Mr.  Surnptcr,  who 
desires  permission  to  return. 

Mr.  John  Harris,  Consul  of  the  U. 
States  at  St.  Petersburg,  has  arrived  at 
Washington  city,  bvingiug  despatches 
from  our  Minister,  Mr.  Campbell. 

The  United  Slates’  Bank  declared  a 
dividend  of  two  and  a half  per  cent,  for 
tne  six  months  ending  on  tlic  1st  instant. 
This  is  a small  dividend  ; but  the  pecu- 
liar ditficultie'. /and  embarrasments  of 
the  country,  which  crannied  the  opera- 
tions of  tiie  bank,  and  the  great  expense 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  purchase  of 
specie,  having  now  in  a mcasurt^ ceased, 
we  have  no  doubt  the  bank  will  hereaf- 
ter generally  divide  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum.

This  report  has  been  finish- 
ed, but  was  not  yet  read  in  the  house,  at 
our  latest  date,  Jan.  1 1 , from  Washington.
